Likew ise the Japs; bitter as we m ay be alxjtit the 
methods and tin* atrocities of our Pacific enemy, we as 
Christians and humanitarians cannot escape the hope th.it 
they will turn out to Fie a misguided and enslaved race 
who, when released from tlieir present oppressors, will 
someday qualify to sit witFi a world fam ily of free and 
freedom-loving nations.
